We have one week, just 
seven 
days in which to see the City 
of 
Paris. 
Of course, all of it cannot 
he seen in such a short time nor 
can it be described in the limit) 
of a few pages, but we can take a 
few hurried glances here and there 
and remember w hat we see until 
we can visit it again. 
A great traveler and writer once 
said that Paris 
is 
pre-eminently 
the City of Pleasure, the paradise 
of pleasure seekers. 
Before

explore even the nearest street in 
search of pleasure, 
let us leave 
it a few hours and take a train to 
Ilheims, DO miles away, to visit the 
scenes on the battlefields ot 
the 
Marne and the A ¡«no, and pay our 
respects to the American soldiers 
who sleep in 
the 
cemetery 
at 
Chateau Thierry. 
We arirve at Rhcims and 
en­ 
gage a native guide, a Blue Devil 
soldier, to direct our 
way. 
He 
shows us first, the cathedral that 
was bombarded every day 
for 49 
months and was partially destroy 
ed. 
The wonder to u« is that any 
of it survived the fury of the Ger­ 
man guns. 
It is now being 
re- 
ftored and 
is 
a 
fin«1, 
imposing 
structure of Gothic style. 
As we motor over 
the City 
of 
Rheims, we 
see m any 
evidences 
still of the ruin wrought of 14,000 
buildings by w arfare. 
While we 
are in the vicinity of the distill­ 
eries, we are invited to visit one 
of the wine catacombs, which is 
a privilege seldom offered to torn 
ists. 
There are miles of tunnels 
which eros each 
other 
this 
way 
and that, forming great avenut 
fa r under the ground, each wall d 
with bottles of 
champagne.

are told they have eleven millio 
bottles, now in the 
making, and 
the«e passages in which the wine 
lies curing 
are 
more than 
ten 
miles in length. 
In our motor car again, we cross 
on the new bridge over the river 
Marne, being reminded

ed the old bridge

great havoc and distress. 
We pass on out of the city and 
through the battered forests

Belleau Woods.

'tu m p s stand there like accusing 
sentinels.

American cemetery which

beautifully kept, 
All the grave.' 
are marked with plain white cross­ 
es and identification is very easy. 
We have brought a few flowoi s 
which we place along the row and 
now we pause to lay

upon the grave of Joyce Kilmer, 
the American 
soldier-poet 
who 


w r o t e ‘Poems are made by 
f o o l 
like me, but only God can make 
i. tre e ”. 
He loved trees so much 
and there is noL one near enough 
to cast its shade over his resting 
place. 
As we proceed along the route, 
ou r guide gives graphic descrip­ 
tions ol conflicts in the 
various 
sectors we visit, and on Hill 108, 
he enacted the scene with dram a­ 
tic ability because of his own ex- 


jm rienee in receiving wounds that 
maimed him for life. 
We experience so many sad and 
grevious emotions during the day 
th a t we are worn and weary by the 
tim e we return to 
P a r i s to 
re t 
and give thanks th at the war 
is 
over. 
When Lecturer Holmes declar­ 
ed there was no place* in all 
the 
world like Paris, he found n o one 
to dispute his statem ent. 
He said 
whoever you may 
be, 
whatevei 
things attract you, you will be at 
home in Pari' because it has ev­ 
erything the heart of man can de­ 
sire. 
The artist finds Paris a great 
studio; the student finds it 
a vast 
university; the joy seeker find' it 
a world of pleasure. 
It is 
the 
cradle of the freshest thought, the 
new est fashion, 
and 
the 
latest 
luxury. 
We shall not attem pt 
to 
see, it* from a historical viewpoint 
nor from an artistic eminence a l­ 
together, but we have 
a list 
of 
special places ’hat have charmed 
us for many years, and our fa ith ­ 
ful guide will pilot us safely and 
intelligently through the list. 
We take a silght eoing char-a- 
banc or bus we call it, and ride in 
various directions to get a gen­ 
eral idea of the city. 
We stop to see the famous ca­ 
thedral of Notre Dame, the grand 
old church with 8(H) years of the 
history of Paris. 
It is impressive both inside and 
outside. 
We are shown all points 
of beauty and interest from 
the 
ground to the top 
most 
towers.

where a tine biew of Paris is en­ 
joyed. 
Finally we are 
Conducted 
to 
the section of the church that was 
photographed and reproduced 
to 
make the film “The Hunch Back of 
Notre Dome” with the unforget- 
able Lon Chaney as Hunch Back. 
The promise to enter hut one 
other church, that being the M a­ 
deline, which is of unusual beauty 
and has 
the 
celebrated 
bronze 
doors illustrating 
the 
Ten Com­ 
mandments. 
The interior is sum- 
tuously 
decorated 
with 
colored 
marbles, statuary and paintings. 
We continue our rideover 
the 
wonderful boulevards, stopping at 
the Palace de 
la 
Concorde, 
the 
central point of all th a t is grand 
and beautiful in Paris. 
Here stands the obelisk of Luxor 
with an elegant fountain on eith­ 
er side 
Here, too, is where the 
Guillotine stood in 
the 
French 
Revolution, when nearly 3000 per­ 
sons were executed within three 
months, among 
them were 
Louio 
XVI, M arie Antoinette and Char- 
lottle Corday. 
Not far from here 
is the site of the fortress and pris­ 
on the Bastille, and it is marked 
by a monument 150 feet high, rep­ 
resenting Liberty. 
There are 
so 
many parks, 
each 
with 
history, 
that we can see but a few of the 
more celebrated. 
The Palace of the Tuileries with 
its garden extending over several 
blocks, is handsomely laid out 
in 
formal French :ashion and adorn* 
de with statuary. 
We swing into 
the Champs Eylsees, a 
broad ave­ 
nue th a t affords a very fine view, 
and a a favorite promenade 
of 
fashionably groomed 
people. 
Its 
cafes with open air table service 
make an ideal place to sit 
and 
watch the passing crowd whether 
we dine or not. 
At the end of the 
Champs Eylsees is 
the 
Arc de 
Triumps, considered the most mag 
nificent arch of trium ph 
in 
the 
world. 
It was begun by Napoleon 
in 1780 and to st more than two 
million dollars. 
It is much larger 
than we had imagined. 
It' height 
and breadth are each 150 feet and 
the central arch is 90 feet high. In 
the pavement under the 
central 
arch, is the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier of France, whose grave is 
always covered with llowers, re­ 
minding us of Am erica’s Unknown 
Soldier lying among 
the 
heroic 
dead a t Arlington, 
From almost every avenue 
we 
can look up and see the EitFel Tow­ 
er and the Arc de 
Triumph, 
so 
well are they situated. 
The Eiffel 
Tower is a miracle of strength and 
lightness, the loftiest structure in 
Europe, graceful and symmetrical 
from base 
to the 
summit. 
We 
ascend to the very top by the ele­ 
vator, where there are s h o p s , cafe- 
and a theatre. 
There 
is al«o 
a 
radio from 
which 
France talks 
every day to her colonies in Nortn 
Africa. 
There are so many thing' 
to see we shall have to spend the 
evening at places of amusement in 
order to round out our visit. 
We decide to attend a perform­ 
ance of i he Grand Opera 
House, 
the finest building of its class 
in 
the woild. 
The interior is fitted 
and furnished in the most sumpt- 


o u s style, adorned with bust.- and 
other sculptures depicting histor­ 
ical and lyrical art. 
We are 
ov a whelmed 
by 
the 
grandeur of it all. 
The steps of 
the grand stair 
case 
are 
solid 
blocks of white marble, the balus­ 
trades ; re made of onyx while the 
banisters of jasper rest on pedest­ 
als of malachite. 
We hear 
the 
opera sung in French, do not un­ 
derstand the words of course, but 
quite comprehend the acting, and 
upon leaving this brilliant scene, 
we are more than satisfied 
with 
the entertainment. 
Another evening

go—mot 
only for the sake of

but for obvious reasons—to

Follies Bergero reputed 
to 
be 
the oldest and 
naughtiest

ville in Paris. 
We m ust have b e e n 
overprepared to see an

risque show because the program 
fell short of our expectations. 
The scenes were only fairly d ar­ 
ing, th<* lines mildly spicy,

ing was very beautiful. 
Let’s drive out in the 
country 
about fifteen miles 
to Versailles, 
which is almost as much a part of 
Paris as one of its boulevards. 
The town 
itself 
is dull 
and 
sleepy, altho’ 
it cliams 60,000 in­ 
habitants, but it has grown 
up 
around the great palace of Louis 
XIV and Marie 
Antoinette 
and 
will always be an attraction 
to 


I visitors.
